Muszar said, “let these 39 men 
remind you of your commitment 
and the ultimate price you may 
pay.” 

Mayor Lionel Wilson paid 
tribute not only to the slain po¬ 
lice but to current officers. 

“No civilization can exist,” 
he said, “without men and 
women who bravely day in and 
day out walk and ride the 
streets of our city extending ef¬ 
forts to protect others. 

“I hope the time will come 
when there will be no additions 
to this monument”
